SOLDIERS' HOMES,

Among the publie institutions of
this oconntry st the present tims, not
the least important are the soldiers’
homes. Millions of dollars have been
expended in purehasing and beanti-
ftying gronnds, and in the erection
and fornishing of maguificent build-
ings to serve as homes for the old
veterans who are disqualified by
wounds, by disease, or by the infirmi-
ties of sge for lsbor whereby to pro-
vide for themselves and families in
their declining years. In the rules
snd regulations of theee institations
are to be seen some of the evidences
of republioan statesmanship and grat-
itude to the defenders of the nation.

For the soldier who has no family,
the home is perhaps sll thyt could be
desired. It ocould hardly be other-
wise, except by mismansgement,
which is & fanlt eommon to most pub-
lio institntions. Awong them all,
probably the soldiers’ home is as free
from evils arising from this cause as
any institution in the conntry. It is
not to eriticise in this respect that we
write at this time. There is a defect,
however, in the laws governing these
homes that is a disgrace to the Ameri-
osn people. The old soldier who is
no longer able to provide or care for
himself may be admitted to the home

where the comforts of life are sup-
plied, but what of his wife? She who
suffered the horrors of anxiety and
suspense, and who nevertheless
narved and inspired him with forti-
tode and conrage while in the field,
and who bas walked by his side all
along the snbsequent journey of life
~the devil may take her now. In
order to becoma an oconpant of the
home, the soldier must abandon her,
and she must ahift for herself.

A visitor to one of these institu-
tions, in conversation with one of the
inmates who was so orippled by
wounds and by age as to be incom-
petent to cars for himssll, spoke of
the comforta with which he was pro-
vided as a sonroe of gratitnde. The
answer was: “ Were yon a soldier,
how wonld yon like to be separated
from your wife, and simply ba wait-
ing here to dia?"

This rule relativa to admission to
the home is another of the evidences
of republicsn regard for the old sol-
dier. They lave him; oh, how they
love him—for hia vote.

JUDIOIAL ARAROHY.

In another column will be found
an artiele by Mr. G. C. Clemens upon
the sabject of the late oharge to the
grand jury of the supreme court of
Pennsylvania in which it is held that
the members of the Amalgamated
association who resisted the invasion
of their homes by Pinkerton thuge
wore guilty of tremson. There is
matter in that roling of the court
that shonld command the most oare-
ful and noprejodiced consideration.

The Pinkerton srmy consists of
about 35,000 men, regnlarly enrolled
29 a private military foroe. Thera 1
no law upon ounr national statate
books, or opor the statote books of
any state in the Union, suthorizing its
existence. It is & lawless band of
mercenaries subject to bire of million-

aire corporstions, to murder trouble-
eome employes who conoeive the idea
that thay are entitled to the commen
rights of American fresmen. Mr.
Ulemens clearly points oot the fact
that during the recent labor tronbles
the courts were all open and anob-
strneted, and yet that no attempt was
made to maintain the peace or to
arrest offenders by the civil anthori-
ties; but, in time of peaoce, this pri-
vate army was employed, not to
enforce the orders of any conrt, but
to overawe and subdue by an unsu-
thorized military foree men who had
offerad no violsnce, who had them-
salves protected the property of their
employers, sand who were simply de-
manding jnstice to themselves and
their families. Resistance to this
band of assassine is held to be treason
by the supreme conrt of Pannsyl-
vania.

We cannot add to the foree of Mr.
Olemeny’ artiole by any comments of
onr own. Wo desire simply to call
attention to it and msk every voter,
and especially every laboring man, to
give it a careful reading.
